UliMAND FOR HORSES 


BOUND TO INCREASE 


Wayne Densmore, at a meeting of 


Wisconsin stockmen recently held at 
Madison, said that never in tLe his- 
tory of. this country have the oppor- 
tunities for success in the business 
of breeding draft horses been as 
.great as at the present tim-3 and in 
event of this truthful saying, the 
farmers in Wood, Clark, and Mara- 
thon counties, and for that matter 
Ihe state over, should lend thetr ener- 
gies to the breeding of the best type 
of draft horses, for It is in this class 
that has been depleted, the cause.,or 
course being the European war. The 
loss to the draft horse industry, how- 
ever, is not as great as It would have 
been had not American horsemen for 
years been importing to this country 
as good foundation stock as could be 
obtained from the European studts. 
It is not improbable that at the close 
of the war European countries will 
turn to America to re-establish their 
studs. 
If American breeders are to 


meet this and the now growing d3- 
mand in this country it will be neces- 
sary for them to Keep and develop 
much of the stock which they now 
have on hand. 
According to th-3 latest report of 


the department of horse breeding, 
University of Wisconsin, there are 
now 21 pure bred and 20 grade and 
scrub stallions used for breeding In 
Wood county, as against 7 pure bred 
and 21 grade and scrub stallions in 
1907 when the first reliable figures 
regarding stallion enrollment -were 
available.

HE turkey is truly an Ameri- 
can bird. 
It existed on thla 


continent with tho Indiana 
before Columbus landed Only 
a few years ago among the 
caves ot Arl'/ona the mum- 
millwi remains of a turkey 
were found. 1'ractlcally every 
cave once occupied by the cliff 
dwellers of that region con- 
tained tbo bones or feathers 
of the turkey, but this speci- 
men is intact. Its age Is a 


matter of speculation nmoiiL the scientists of the 
National museum. where the specimen Is on exhl- 


Another Interesting fact in this same connec- 


tion resulted from a scientific expedition which 
Dr C. Hart Men-lam made among the mountains 
of'Arizona, ho came across a living species of 
bird Identical with the one tound mummified 
and which Is now known to the scientific world 
by his name. 


Another recent discovery In connection with 


the turkey was a Maya hieroglvphic. This piece 
of parchment shows a grocer's account in which 
are mentioned, with other things, ton turkey hen'! 
and five turkey cocks This is thought to be tho 
first record of the turkey In this country and 
antedates the expedition of Coitus to Mexico m 
1519. 


But the turkey goes back farther among the 


Indians than even the probable date at which 
the specimen found In the cave existed. Among 
the Zunis, for instance, there exist many legends, 
handed down from time immemorial, which have 
tor their subject the turkey. 


Tho turkey plays a moro important part in the 


llfo of the Indian than In his legends alone. Not 
only Is It regarded as a choice article of food, 
but in many tribes it is bold sacied. In the purts 
ot the country where the turkey was worshiped 
—with that curious demotion to animals which 
characterizes different stages In the development 
from savagery to civilization—it was never eaten 
except when'other food was unobtainable 
And 


even then separate portions wore divided among 
various tribes, so that the religious custom would 
not be violated. 


Turkey feathers rank aext in importance to 


those of the eagle with all tribes, while the 
Apaches, tho Pnmunkeys and Cheyennes chose 
the turkey's feathers for all ceremonial head- 
dresses and ornaments. The Pamunkey tribe 
also used turkey feathers for ornamental pur- 
poses on their clothing, as well as for their head- 
gear 
To this day, when they don their native 


costumes, the turkey feather is preferred as orna- 
ment 
, 
, , 


If Benjamin Franklin's words had been heeded 


the turkey would have been the national bird of 
the United Statef. The eagle is a flrst cousin to 
the species 1-nown of old In the eastern hemis- 
phere. 
Furthermore. It has appeared upon the 


banners of many nations. It was a symbol of the 
Roman empire. It was known in China for ages, 
and today it appears upon the banners of Russia, 
Germany and several other nations. 


Tbe turkey, however. Is Indigenous to America. 


When the early European adventurers and set- 
tlers arrived they beheld great flocks of turkeys, 
and it soon became known that they were a 
favorite food among the Indians. 
After a while 


turkeys were proudly sent home as trophies of 
the chase. In this way the turkey became prac- 
tically a world-favorite as a food. 


When Cortes, In 1519, ascended to the plateau 


of Mexico, he found a social life developed to a 
high degree of refinement. He was entertained 
with oriental magnificence. All the delicacies 
to be found within the empire were set before 
him; and though game was abundant, the turkey 
held the place of honor among the fowl. 
This 


was the first Urns that the Spaniards had eaten 
turkey, and the experience proved a most satis- 
fying one. 
They also saw the great tame flocks of the

One 
such is the explanation that it comes from the 
East Indian ,orf "toka," which, in Hebrew takes 
the form "tukki," the peacock. As the Jews in 
South Europe were acquainted with this fowl, 
which is related, it is assumed that they naturally 
applied the word to the turkey wherever it was 
Stroduced into Spain, and that thereafter it was

Today, in Mexico, many of the quaint customs 
then in vogue are still kept alive 
And so it is 


that the purchaser of today may select bis choice 
of a fowl in the village street. Or, it he prefers, 
the vender will bring it alive to his cioor for in- 
spection, fresh from the farm. 


North ot the Rio Grande the turkey was equally 


well known and treasured. The celebrated expe- 
dition of Coronado, between 1527 and 1547, pene- 
trated this unexplored region west of the Missis- 
sippi. His explorations were chiefly in what is 
today Texas, Arizona and New Mexico, the home . 
ot tho cliff-dwelling Indians ot the Southwest. In 
all the Indian villages, according to those early 
explorers, turkeys were to be found, both wild 
and domesticated. 


From America the turkey has spread to be a 


world favorite. But the fact that today the tur- 
key is considered a. delicacy in so many lands is 
due to human agencies, and not to the turkey 
itself 
Slow of movement and deliberate both 


in beginning flight and in the choice of its alight- 


- ing-, the turkey unaided would never have become 


known outsido its native habitat. 


Cortes, in one of his famous letters written 


about 1518, mentions the turkey. 
He earned 


specimens of the bird to Spain in 1520, where 
they came into immediate popularity, and the 
breeding of turkeys soon became established. 
It 


was then that the turkey became known as 
"pavos," on account o£ his relationship to the 
peacock, which was then called "pavo real"—the 
fowl of kings. 


It was a long time before the turkey reached 


France, as far as can be learned from history, 
for the flrst turkey eaten there was at the wed- 
ding of Charles IX and Elizabeth of Austria, 
June 27, 1570, or 60 years after Spain had first 
tasted the bird. 
The turkey supplied for the 


wedding came from "somewhere in the American 
wilderness." 


Its introduction Into England seems to have 


been in 1524. But, whenever it was, it soon came 
into popular favor and was given such local 
names as Black Norfolk and Large Cambridge. 


It is an interesting fact that these descendants 


of the parent stock were carried back again 
across the Atlantic ocean to New England, where, 
crossed with the original turkey already there, 


' they began the breed that has spread from one 


end of the country to the other. 


As In this country, the turkey has come to be 


looked upon elsewhere as a holiday feast attrac- 


In the early colonial days turkeys were still 


abundant In Massachusetts, the rest of New Eng- 
land, Maryland, Virginia, the Carollnas and 
Florida; while in the last named states the tur- 
key is still found as a native wild fowl, although 
in greatly decreased numbers. 


But a short distance from Richmond is a small 


island inhabited by a tribe of Indians, the Pamun-

scientists believe It is possible that there was 
species, the original of the present turkey, in 
dlgeno»s to the West Indian islands, it is general! 
conceded that all turkeys have descended in some 
way or other from the three forms known today 
as the North American, the Mexican and 'the 
Honduras, the ocellated varieties 


Tho Mexican turkey Is found wild throughout 


the republic. It is short in shank, with feathers 
on its body of a metallic black shaded only slight- 
ly with bronze, while all its feathers are tipped 
with white. This appears to be the species flrst 
taken to Spain and other European countries. 
It is thought that the white markings of tho 
variety of domestic turkey known today as tha 
Narragansett come from this species. 


The Honduras turkey today is scattered all 


over most o£ Central America and Is extremely 
wild. It has a freer flight than its cousins of the 
North. The head and neck ot this bird are naked. 
The ground color of the plumage is a beautiful 
bronze green, banded with bold bronze, blue and 
red, with bands of brilliant black. 
This bird, 


however, cannot be bred successfully nor domes- 
ticated away from Its native habitat, while even 
there It can hardly be successfully domesticated. 


The bronze turkey, that variety which today 


holds the place of honor in the North American 
group of turkeys, is outdone by none when it 
comes to beauty or size. 


In the United States there are six standard 


varieties recognized and grown. They are the 
bronze, Narragansett, buff, slate, white and black

The life of Emperor Franz Josef of 


Austria-Hungary has always seemed 
to me like one of those representa- 
tions of the Greek dramatists, in 
which the hero, purbed by an aveng- 
ing fate, struggles in vain against a 
tragic destiny that leaves him. in the 
end, utterly bereft of all that life has 
held dear for him. 


N'ever has a monarch suffered so 


many blows frjm fortune. Called to 
the throne at eighteen, it was his fate 
to lose his Italian provinces, to suffer 
defeat from France and then from 
Prussia, to seo Hungary became quasi- 
independent. His son, Prince Iludolf, 
died by his own hand under circum- 
stances of tho utmost pathos; hia 
tjueen, Empress Elisabeth, fell the vic- 
tim of an assassin's dagger; h s heir 
and nephew,'Archduke John, resigned 
his inheritance and disappeared, yet 
fate had still in store for him the mur- 
der of Sarajevo, war, and its ensuing 
miseries. 


In my capacity as private and confi- 


dential emi&bary tor the Bntibh gov- 
ernment, with a commission to deter- 
mine uhat forces v,erc making for 
war in Europe, 1 had fixed my head- 
quarters in Vienna, the pivot capital 
of European politics. 
Although my 


iiibMon was not generally hUfcpected, 
or, rather, because of Una, I was in 
close touch with political affairs and 
men. 


1 "Aas returning to Vienna after a 


short lup home to England when my 
ciuilagp was invaded, about ten in the 
evening, somewhere beyond the Sv> iss 
frontier, by a man whom I knew very 
well indeed, escorting a ViOinan whom 
I had never seen before. 


It was evident that they had taken 


the adjoining sleeping section, and 
had Inadvertently entered mine at the 
little station. A few words of explan- 
ation, and I had stepped Into the cor- 
ridor and shown them to their quar- 
ters. 
The man had not recognized 


me, but the sight of his face, which I 
could not possibly have mistaken, for 
reasons connected with a bygone ex- 
perience when I was an attache at Vi- 
enna, aroused in me the utmost aston- 
ishment and lieenest curiosity. For 
I knew him perfectly well as being the 
missing archduke and heir 
to the 


throne, who, when he resigned his 
rank and inheritance, had sailed on a 
tramp ship as Johann Orth, able sea- 
man, 
to find his grave, as everybody 


believed, in the depths of the Sargasso 
sea 


The story of Johann Orth is common 


property. It is also known that per- 
sons have asseverated, from time to 
time, that they had met the archduke 
In distant parts of the world; but no- 
body of responsibility had ever be- 
lieved the talo. I had not. 


The man was so like his cousin, 


Archduke Franz Ferdinand, and lieir- 
npparcnt, that, but for the experience 
to which I have referred, I should 
have mistaken him for the heir appar- 
ent himself. What was he doing hero? 
Who was his companion? 


As I stood at the door of my sec- 


tion the man opened the door of his 
and stepped into tho corridor. • He 
saw me, stared : me, and suddenly 
grasped me by the shoulders and 
dragged me into my compartment and 
shut the door behind him. Then ho 
thrust out a huge, sunburned, toil- 
calloused hand, and gripped mine with 
the clasp of a steel vise. 


"Well met!" he shouted, calling me 


by name.

vouch for me in case my uncle has 
grown near-sighted?

I did not know what answer to re- 


The man's ap- 
pearance was that of one who had 
been on a protracted debauch, and yet 
there was no smell of alcohol upon his 
breath. And soon I began to realize 
that it was excitement and apprehen- 
sion that gave him his wild appear- 
ance, not liquor.

Including Bosnia, Croatia and Servia. 
In this plan he was assisted by his 
talented wife, formerly Sophie Chotek, 
a maid-of-honor, now duchess of Ho- 
hpnberg. 
The marriage was a mor- 


ganatic one, the archduke had been 
forced to withdraw all claim to his 
children's succession, and his wife wi^s 
bitterly hated by the ladies of ancleiu 
family and the court clique that h&J 
the aged emperor's ear and was beui 
on destroying the Serb-Croatian el»^ 
ment instead of utilizing it as a pn.y 
for the empire.

ring into an inner room. 
We two 


waited perhaps halt an hour in sl- 
lenca, until the door opened and three 
figures emerged. 


Two were the archdukes; the other 


was the emperor himself, leaning upon 
the arm of Franz Ferdinand.

"The men aro Imprisoned In tho 


third level, according to telephone In- 
formation received at my office," said 
Short, "and there Is little hope for the 
Imprisoned miners owing to gas. The 
rescue parties have been unable to 
penetrate beyond tho first level owing 
to the debris." 


Fire was burning fiercely In the 


mine. Around the mouth of the shaft 
are several hundred women and chil- 
dren. Four bodies havo been recov- 
ered and Hvb perhaps fatally burned 
were taken out, with twenty-seven still 
entombed, with scarcely a 
being rescued alive.

EX-SENATOR BURROWS DIE 


Succumbs at His Home In Michigan 


After Notablo Record In 


America's Life. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Nov. 18.—Former 


United States Senator Julius Caesar 
Burrows died at his home on Tuesday. 


Ex-Senator Burrows was born in 


Northeast. Erie county, Pennsylvania, 
in 1837, but spent most of his life In 
Kalamazoo, Mich. 


With tho exception of two short 


periods ho was in the national house 
of representatives until 1SD5, when ho 
was appointed to nil out the unexplred 
term of United States Senator Stock- 
bridge, deceased. In 1899 he was elect- 
ed to the regular term and served in 
the senato until 1911. He was tem- 
porary chairman of tho Republican 
national convention ot 1908. When he 
retired from the senate he was ap- 
pointed to the national monetary com- 
mission. 


London, Nov. 17.—Winston Spencer 


Churchill, former first lord of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, against whom more blt- 


ir criticism has been launched than 
ny other man In the English govern- 
ment since the war began, made his 
peech of defense on Monday in the 
ouse of commons. 
Mr. Churchill put full responsibility 


or tho disastrous Antwerp erpedi 
Ion upon Lord Kitchener, the secre- 
ary of state for war, and tho French 
;overnment 


The former first lord of the ad- 


miralty also denied personal responal- 


ility for tho Dardanelles enterprise. 
"Tho proposition to send an expedi- 


ion to tho Dardanelles to open up 
ho way to Constantinople was pro- 
oundly, maturely and elaborately con- 
sidered," declared Mr. Churchill. 


It 
had 
been charged that Mr. 


hurchlll acted too quickly and too 


much upon his own Initiative in send- 
ng tho expeditions to Antwerp and 
tho Dardanelles. 


As to tho Antwerp enterprise, Mr. 
hurchill said: 
"Tho idea of sending a relieving 


army to save Antwerp from capture 
by tho Germans originated with Lord 
Kitchener and tho French govern- 
ment. That the expedition arrived 
too lato to save tho Belgian city was 
not my fault." 


Mr. Churchill declared that be al- 


ways consulted tho first sea lord ot 
tho admiralty before making any off!

speech Sir Arthur Markham mado the 
most violent attack on Earl Kitchener 
yet heard. 


Markham told members of tho com- 


mons ho was convinced Kitchener 
was responsible for both tho Antwerp 
and Dardanelles "blunders," and that 
he also was guilty of withholding in- 
formation. 
"I am convinced." added 


Sir Arthur, "that while Kitchener, who 
accepts no advice, remains at the war 
office we will not win this war." 


"I think I ought not to leave the

Churchill, former tlrst lord of the Brit- 
ish admiralty, against whom more bit- 
tor criticism hasi been launched than 
any other man In the English govern- 
ment since tho war began, made his 
speech of defense on Monday in tho 
house ot commons. 


Mr. Churchill put full responsibility 


for tho disastrous Antwerp expedi- 
tion upon Lord Kitchener, tho secre- 
tary of stato for war, and tho l<Yench 
government. 


Tho former first lord of tho 


miralty also denied personal responsi- 
bility for the Dardanelles enterprise. 


"Tho 
proposition to send an expedi- 


tion to tho Dardanelles to open up 
tho way to Constantinople was pro- 
foundly, mntitrcty and elaborately con- 
sidered," declared Mr. Churchill.

Murkliam told members of the com- 


mons! he was convinced Kitchener 
was responsible for both tho Antwerp 
anil Dardanelles "blunders," and that 
ho ahio was guilty of withholding in- 
formation. 
"I am convinced," added 


Sir Arthur, "that while Kitchener, who 
accepts no advice, remains at the war 
olilco wo will not win this war." 


"I think I ought not to leave the 


country without referring to certain 
Incidents at tho admiralty in tho di- 
rection of tho war which occurred 
during my period at tho admiralty," 
said Mr. Churchill. 
Ho declared that tho Dardanelles 


enterprise- was framed moroly by ex- 
perienced technical minds. 
The at- 


tack was decided on at a war council 
hold on January 28, at which Lord 
Fisher was preuont. 


"It was a legitimate war gamble

Mr. Churchill declared there was no 


reason t > bo discouraged with the 
progress of tho war. 


"Wo aro passing through a bad 


time," bo said, "but It will probably 
bo worso before it Is better."

A groat number of beats— prob 
ably sufficient to havo saved all tbe 
passengers— remained unoccupied. 


After fifty minutes the submarine

CHECKED SUIT OF VELOUR 


Much Depends Upon the Way - In 


Which This Most Important 


Work Is Done. 


Lay the hems as for the ordinary 


hemming stitch and baste to position. 
Fold the hem back onto the right side 
of the napkin so as to form a crease 
that is Juet even with the first turn 
of the hem. 
Se>, the first turn of the 


hem and the crease in the napkin to- 
gether with the overhand stitch. 


In making the overhand stitch one 


may work either from right to left or 
from left to right 
To fasten the 


thread at the beginning of the work, 
leave an end about one-half Inch long 
and take the first stitches over the 
end of the thread. 
The needle is 


brought through the work from the 
back and is pointed directly toward 
the worker. Do not pull the thread 
too tight in working. The hem should 
open out fiat and there should be no 
ridge on the wrong side. 


At the end of the hem the thread is 


secured by taking two. or threo 
stitches back over the work just com- 
pleted. 


When correctly made the overhand 


stitch should be straight on the right 
side and should slant slightly to the 
left on the wrong side.—Beryl DIxon, 
Colorado Agricultural College, Fort 
Collins, Colo.

PROPER TABLE LINEN HEM 


Much Depends Upon the 
Way - In 


Which This Most Important 


Work Is Done. 


Lay the hems as for the ordinary 


hemming stitch and baste to position. 
Fold the hem back onto the right side 
of the napkin so as to form a crease 
that is Just even •with the flrst turn 
of the hem. Se.. the first turn of the 
hem and the crease In the napkin to- 
gether with the overhand stitch. 


In making the overhand stitch one 


may work either from right to left or 
from left to right. To fasten the 
thread at the beginning of the work, 
leave an end about one-half Inch long 
and take the first stitches over the 
end of the thread. 
The needle Is 


brought through the work from the 
back and Is pointed directly toward 
the worker: Do not pull the thread 
too tight In working. The hem should 
open out flat and there should be no 
ridge on the wrong side. 


At the end of the hem the thread is 


secured by taking two. or threo 
stitches back over the work just com- 
pleted. 


When correctly made the overhand 


stitch should be straight on the right 
side and should slant slightly to the 
left on the wrong side.—Beryl Dtxon, 
Colorado Agricultural College, Fort 
Collins, Colo.
